Project, passed away on the 27th of February 2022. 

Without Michael's passion and enthusiasm, the Duyfken would never have been 
built. Without Michael, none of us would have been able to be a part of the Duyfken 
experience. 


On 23 December 1993, Michael wrote a short letter to the editor of the Fremantle Herald, 
titled "A new Endeavour?" which was published in the Fremantle Herald newspaper, 
owned by Andrew Smith. 

In early 1994, a small group of us met at Michael and Janine's house and it was agreed to 
form a Community group to build the ship. 

The group became the Friends of the Duyfken and from that group, the Duyfken 1606 
Replica Foundation was born. 


Michael dedicated several years of his life to the Duyfken dream. 

Michael's passion was infectious. We were all spun into the Duyfken web. His close 
association with the project continued for many years.

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Consequences for the Dutch after Leiden’s Ontzet 


What were the consequences and benefits flowing from the victory over the 
Spanish occupiers, when they were defeated and Leiden was liberated. 


There are three main benefits flowing from this victory. 
the Dutch Royal Family was established from this time with William of Orange 

being the first monarch. 

our National Anthem “Het Wilhelmus”, the oldest National Anthem in the world, 
was written around this time. 

the many sea battles between the Spanish and Dutch & British Navies resulted in 

the defeat of the Spanish Armada, severely diminishing Spain’s ability to rule the seas. The 
Dutch, who had already found their own routes to the spice islands & silk trade of the east, 
were now rulers of the seas. 


Their unconventional choice of taking advantage of the strong winds from the Roaring 
Forties and sailing due east from the Cape of Good Hope, instead of following the coast 
lines of Africa, Arabia, and India, they discovered the Great South Land we know today as 
Australia. 


Dutch Royal Family. 
William of Orange (William the Silent) was born in 


Dillenburg Castle in the County of Nassau-Dillenburg, 
which lies in what is now the German state of Hesse. 
His father was Count William I of Nassau-Dillenburg.

In 1472, a treaty was formed between Johann V & his brother Engelbert II of 
Nassau. The brothers were dealt the territories with Nassau going to Johann V and The 
Netherlands, left of the Rhine to Engelbert II. When in 1504 Engelbert II died without an 
heir, his territories in the Netherlands were passed on to the eldest son of Johann V, Henry 
III of Nassau-Breda. 


His father, William I owned and was Count of Nassau-Dillenburg, Nassau-Siegen, Nassau 
-Dietz-Vianden. The brother of William I was Count Henry III of Nassau-Breda. There is 
an importance to this connection. Note the word “Dietz”. This is repeated in song and may 
well be the origin of the word “Dutch”. 


His Uncle Henry III of Nassau-Breda married Claudia of Chálon- 
Orange from Burgundy in France in 1515. They had a son René of 
Chalon, who in 1530, inherited the independent and sovereign 
Principality of Orange from his mother's brother, Philibert of Chálon. As 
the first Nassau to be the Prince of Orange, René could have used 
"Orange-Nassau" as his new family name. However, his uncle, in his 
will, had stipulated that René should continue the use of the name Chálon 
-Orange. After René's death in 1544, without an heir, his cousin William 
of Nassau-Dillenburg inherited all of his lands. 


The Dutch National Anthem. 

Our Dutch National Anthem, *Het Wilhelmus", stems from this time period according to 
the Guinness Book of recordsand it is the oldest National Anthem in the world, dating back 
to at least 1572. Even though it wasn't the Official National Anthem until 1932, it has been 
a popular song since those early days of 1572. 

There may well be some curious questions about the wording of Het Wilhelmus. 
“Wilhelmus van Nassauwe ben ik van Duitsen Bloed.” As explained above, Nassau was a 
County in the state of Hesse in Germany. 

“Een Prins van Oranje ..." — This comes from his inheritance from his cousin Rene of 
Chalon. William of Orange inherited this from Rene of Chalon at the young age of 11. 
From there on, he used the Family name as Oranje-Nassau. 

“Den Konink van Hispanje heb ik altijd ge-eerd" — Willem van Oranje was true to the King 
of Spain, until he learnt of his plan to deal violently with the Protestants of France and The 
Netherlands in 1559 through a conversation with King Henry II of France. King Henry had 
discussed this with William during a hunting expedition in Paris after signing a peace treaty 
following the Hispanic-French War. The King had made the mistaken assumption that 
William of Orange was aware of these plans. This plan was being negotiated by the Duke of 
Alva on behalf of King Philip II. William of Orange didn't contradict King Henry's 
thinking, but had resolved within himself to not allow the slaughter of “so many honourable 
people", especially in the Netherlands for which he felt a strong compassion 


The Dutch are now rulers of the seas. 

Thirdly, the events of the 80 year war with Spain, and the overwinning over the Spanish 
Armada, made the Dutch masters of the seas. They had already learnt of the route to the 
spice islands in the far east but now could build an empire that saw incredible wealth 
created during the 17th and 18th centuries. The 17th Century became known as the 
“Gouden Eeuw” or Golden Century. 


Consequences for the Dutch after Leiden’s Ontzet 


It was also during the 17th Century when the Dutch first charted the coastline of Australia, 
when the “Duifken” landed in the Cape York peninsula in far north Queensland in early 
1606, followed by Dirk Hartog who set foot on an island off the WA Coast on the 25 
October 1616, that now bears his name. 

Dutch seafarers had learnt a faster way to reach Batavia. Instead of following the coastline 
around Africa, Arabia, and India, they used the roaring forties to head due East after leaving 
the Cape of Good Hope in South Africa. They knew to turn North after so many days and 
when they could see land, the great southern land we now call Australia. Because of our 
extreme Winter winds, several ships ran aground and became famous shipwrecks along the 
coast of WA. Ship wrecks like “Batavia”, “Vergulde Draeck”, “Zuytdorp” & “Zeewijk”. 

It is for this reason we place such a great significance to celebrating Leiden’s Ontzet. We do 
so for its own reason, which is the liberation of the City of Leiden from Spanish forces in 
1574, but also for what transpired in the years after that, which created so much wealth for 
the Dutch as well as the link the Dutch made to put Australia on the World Map.

Ik had nog nooit van Anton de Kom gehoord, laat staan over hem op school 
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De BoekHoek 


geleerd. 

Inmiddels weet ik dat hij in 1898 in Suriname werd geboren. Hij stierf op 24 
april 1945 als verzetsstrijder in concentratie kamp Sandbostel. 

Anton de Kom was een Surinaamse antikoloniale schrijver, activist en 
verzetsheld. In 1934 publiceert hij zijn boek "Wij slaven van Suriname", een 
aanklacht tegen racisme, uitbuiting en koloniale overheersing. Nog steeds wordt 
zijn boek veel gelezen, omdat het de koloniale machtsstructuren inzichtelijk 
maakt voor een groot publiek. 


De versie van het boek dat ik las is de serie Leeslicht, Lezen in gewone taal. 
Het beschamende hoofdstuk in de Nederlandse geschiedenis, slavernij in 
Suriname, wordt in eenvoudige en duidelijke taal uiteengezet. Dit maakt het 
boek zeer toegankelijk voor studenten die Nederlandse Cultuur en Taal als 
ATAR vak hebben gekozen.

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Unusual Robbery in the Netherlands 


Gang steal 1600 kilos of cheese from Dutch dairy farm. 


Thieves have made off with 1600 kilos of cheese worth €21,000 from a dairy farm in 
Fijnaart, Noord Brabant, the latest in a series of cheese heists in the Netherlands. 


Almost all the cheese from the farm’s storage was taken and that has set the farm back some 
six months in income, the farmer told RTL News. "We will need better security for our 
cheeses from now on,” Theo Dekker, chairman of dairy farmers organisation Bond van 
Boerderij-Zuivelbereiders” told local broadcaster Omroep Brabant. 


”This is not just a simple theft, it's organised crime," Dekker said. "These gangs are not 
afraid to use violence. They'll load up and off they go." 

These thieves usually visit the farm shop a couple of days before, to get the lay of the land 
so they know exactly what to take. "We have had reports of cheeses ending up in Russia 
where no Dutch dairy can be bought because of the economic sanctions," Dekkers said. 


“The stolen cheeses carry a unique code which means it is unlikely they are being sold in 
the Netherlands. Cheese farmers were plagued by a string of cheese thefts a couple of years 
ago and this week's heist may be a sign of things to come", Dekker said. His organisation is 
also keeping an eye on online cheese sellers. A batch of stolen cheese was offered for sale 
on Marktplaats last year and traced within 15 minutes. 

“But those were amateurs and cheese farmers are now up against something bigger", 
Dekker said.

The Dutch Singers were impressed as he could play some classical music without Musical notes in 
front of him. He was born in Amsterdam in 1939. He had an ear for music from a very early age. 
Whilst sitting on the back of his Mum’s bike, he would drum on her back until she stopped to 
listen to the street organ in Amsterdam. 


From the age of 9, he began formal music lessons from a Mr. Achsteribbe, who recognised 
potential and would call in 2-3 times a week early morning, for his lessons. 


He lost his father during the war and his mother remarried in 1947. His mother and step-father 
migrated to Australia in 1950. Whilst in Australia, he was tutored by a retired concert pianist by 
the name of St Quentin-Downer. However, this was to be only a short course of tuition as his 
Tutor was compelled to move to Queensland on medical advice for his not so well wife. 


Then, by 1956 the family returned to the Netherlands but came back to Perth in 1957. Eddy, now 
being in his teenage years moved away from classics to Rock 'n' Roll. He joined a band called

In Plasmolen, only a few KM away, the remains of a Roman villa from the 2nd century AD 

were found and on the banks of the Meuse are the remains of a Roman bridge. Those 

remains are from the 4th century. 

The Mookerheide ("Mook Heath"), situated on the border of Mook, saw the Battle of 

Mookerheide in 1574 which was fought as part of the Eighty Years War. Spanish forces 

under Sancho d'Avila defeated the rebel forces of Louis of Nassau, who was killed during 

the battle. 

During this War of the Spanish Succession, Middelaar was occupied by Prussian troops and 

the land, a Dukedom, remained in German hands for about a Century. 

During the following French occupation, the Municipalities of Mook & Middelaar were 

established on the 23rd of October 1800. 

In the Second World War a fierce battle raged around this area. In May 1940 the German 

invaders were stopped by large bunkers on the Brabant-side of the Meuse and by the 

railway bridge between Mook and Katwijk, which had been blown up. 

In September 1944, near the end of the war, Mook, Plasmolen and Middelaar were once 

again in the front line and much devastation was the result. While under fire of German 

guns, who were shooting from the woods near Groesbeek, allied soldiers had to secure the 

Heumen bridge over the Maas-Waal canal that was an 89%; 

important hub for operation Market Garden. 

Fierce fighting caused the front to move and the 

Villages, of which most houses were shot in this 

period, fell back in German hands, then to be liberated $ 

once again by the allied forces. 

Soldiers killed in this vicinity during World War II 

found their final resting place in Mook War 

Cemetery.
